THE PAST WEEK

Interallied War Conference in
Paris Opens With Russia
the Big Topic.

LENINE DEALS WITH BOCHES

Germans Accept Bolsheviki Proposal
of Armistice—Signs of Collapse of
Radical “Government” — [tal.
lan Crisis Considered Over
—~Supreme War Coun-
cil for United States.

The great internllied war conference
opened In Parls on Thursday and the
world Is Justified In expecting momoen-
tous results from It, though they may
not be immediately evident.

Aslde from the question of unified
control of the war, one of the most
importunt muatters consldered by the
conference, of course, was the Russinn
situation.  This was rupidly moving
to n climax, for during the woek the
representitives of the bolshevikl gov
ernment crossed over to the Germun
slde and made thele propositlon of an
armistice on all fronts of the belllger
ent countries,  Sinee thls plan
cldes with Germnny's  desires and
doubtlesgs was Inspired by her, the
Germnn authorities accepted the sug-
pestion and set December 2 for a con-
ference on the subject, Meanwhile
members of the German genernl stafl
were ln Petrogrand advising Lenine and
Trotzky.

The conference o Parvis took nnder
conslderntion the s=unnce of o "rea-
soned statement for the guldanee and
warning of the Russlnns as to the
serious results that are likely to fol-
tow If n sepurnte peace Is concluded,”
to guote the conseryative lnngunge of
Lord Robert Ceeil.  This menns noth-
Ing less than that the Petrograd rad-
leals, and Russin If they are phile to
impose their will on the country, will
he recoguized s enemles of the allled
natlons.  The ambassadors of the al-
lles and of the United States were
snld to be walting for the meeting of
the Russion  constltuent assembly,
elections for which were held  Inst
week  though  the results woere not
known at the time of writing,

Hope in Southeastern Russia.

There are growing indications that,
when the froth and spume of the pres-
ent  bolsheviki revolution In Russia
have blown away, the originul revolu-
tionists of last March, men lke Mil-
youkoff, who have bralns and oxperi-
ence 18 well as ldeals, wil cowe to
the surface agaln and regnin o control
that may save thelr distracted coun-
ey from the talons of the Prussiagn
eagle,

The beginning of the end for Lenine
wits reported to have come on Fridoy,
when, o dispatehes from
Petrograd, hls cabinet waos sucegeded
by n coalltlon ministey of gadvanced
Sockallsts nnd other factlons, with the
Bolgheviki In the minority.

Doespite the fact thut the second and
Neth armdes Inst week gave thelr ud-
herence to  the Dolshevikl “govern-
ment,"  Lenine and  Troteky
shown  no  slightest evideuce
thelr abllity tw  rule Ruossin, and
whether or not they be knowlogly
ugents of Germany, thelr nctions wre
ull for the bencfit of the central pows
ers, If the armlstice they ask for
ware followed by the kind of peace
they advoecate, Russin would e open
to Gertonny as a vipe field for merels
less  exploitation and the Germans
would gain Infinitely more than they
possibly would lose in western Ku-
rop,

The hopefuluess in the situation lies
far away from Petrograd. A great or-
ganisation known as the Southenstern
unlon has been formed, embracing the
Don territory, most of Little Russia,
the lower Volgau reglon aod Turkestun,
I'his Is the great graln-growing purt of
Hussin, the tervitory that feeds the
rest, aud steps are belog wken w add
to the union the corn-producing part
if Slberia, o all this territory, rough

v speunking, Genersl Kaledines, het

wn of the Cossucks, Is ln control, und
ue, ln turn, s controlled by lenders

who have not ylelded to the dictation
of Leénlne and his bolshevikists, More
over, the Immense gold reserve of the
Russinn emplire, which was removed
from Petrograd to the Kremlin in 1913,
has been taken still further into the
interior and 18 out of the reach of the
muximalists, Whether Kuledines and
the Cossacks will chose to gupport the
socinl demacrats or will ald In o res
toration of the monarchy Is not clear,
But sane rriends of order, democracy
und freedom feel that anything would
be better than the relgn of anarchy
and clvil war that threatens Russin
now.

The soldiers who remaln at the
front are walling bitterly beenuse of
the shortage of food, and there Is a
fine prospect of hundreds of thousands
of those fighting men turning back in-
to thelr country hnlf-starved and
rendy to pillage and eavoage It without
restralnt

Italy's Danger Lessened,

The herole Itallan troops

having

| demonstrated thele ability to hold bk
Teutons |

ahout four (lmes a8 many
nlong the Pinve front, the fears of a
more extended Invasion of Ituly and
of the eapture of Venice are lessening
Durlng the week great numbers of re-
enforcements arrived from the British
und French arnules on the west front,
many of them having warched elght
dnys through the wmountains. They
brouglit with them ample artillery and
supples.  Ttallun  reserves In grent
masses, young, well-equipped and full
of spirit, also moved north to relieve
those vho have been combating the
invaders, and In some places the Ital-
luns took the offensive. The fighting,
especinlly between the Plave and the
Brenta, continned fierce and unabated
throughout the week, and the losses
on both sides were heavy, but the Aus-
tro-Germans  mude further gains.
Down toward the Adriatle they made
repeated attempts to cross the river
and the flooded lands In pontoons, but
were completely ronted by the Italion
urtillery.  As the week elosed the situ-
ation in Ituly was st serious, but lm-
proving each duy,

Gen, K. B, Muaurice, chief director
of military operations in the British
war wus especially well satls-
fied with the week's developments In
tly.  From (he faet that Germany
hud not brought up vast re-enforee-
wents to follow up the initial success
with o decisive blow, concluded
that Germany wus unable aend
them, It now time, he declured,
Loy deflnitely that the crisis In
Italy has passed, this belng doe en-
tirely to the efforts of the Itallun
nrmy.  “Anglo-French troops are now
availuble In sufliclent quantities to
satisfy us that the situation Is se-
cure” he concluded.

Hard Fighting Areund Cambrai.

The wir hus seen no more desperate
fighting than has followed on the heels
of Genernl Byng's sensational thrust
toward Cambral, Crown Prince Rup-
precht seemed determined not 1o let
that city fall into the hunds of the
British, or at least to make It a4 costly
prize, nnd his constuntly re-enforced
troops were sent against the British
In Bourlon wood sgain and again und
in the villnge of PFootalune, which
chauged hands severnl thoes, Byng's
mwen held on tenaclously and usunlly
had the best of It In the hand-to-hand
fighting ug well us in the artillery com-
buts, und the tanks continued to play
thelr  part. monsters  aften
clentred the way for the Infantry, and
in ut lenst one lnstance, when they
were themselves held ap by superior
forces, the British alrmen, flying dar-
tugly low, routed the enciy with ma-
chilne gun fire and permitted the tuuks
o g0 on, Altogether, It has been the
most spectaculur battle of the war, and
it hus cost the Germans a great many
of thelr best men,

Genoral Byng last week seemed to
be endenvoring to break through to the
north of Cambral, a movement that
probably would compel the enemny to
fnll back on a wide front. Cambral it
self seems doowed to destruction.

Genernl Pershing last week sent
over his second cusualty list. It gave
the numes of two privates who were
killed In the trenches by German ar-
tillery fire and of five severely
wonnded,

U. §. Supreme War Council.

While wurgently advising upon our
ilies wore unified netlon In the prose
cution of the war, the admloistration
« hot overlooking the need for simllur
vordinnted effort at home, On Tues
wy o great step toward centrallzed
control of all the country's resources
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was tuken in the appolntment of a su
perior war counell through which all
the war activities of the government
will be enabled to work together. This
council is mude up of the members of
the council of nationn! defense—Secre
taries Baker, Danlels, Lane, Houston

President Wilson proclalmed a new
embargo on the Importation of many
articles that are essentlnls of
thons of war, without the express per
mission of the government., This will
operiate to conserve American tonnage
for war purposes and to facllitate the
lmportation of raw materinls and oth.
er supplies necessary in the manuface
ture of munitions, This assumption
of control over lmports, provided for
in the emburgo act, gives the govern
ment a powerful weapon for the eco
nomle wuar on Germany and cun be
directed also agalnst neutral traders
suspected of supplying the central
powers with Amerlcan goods,

President Wilson Monday np
proved a recommendation of Mr
Hoover reducing the aleoholle content
of beer to 8 per cent and reducing the
amount of graln used by brewers to
gdbout 70 per cent of the volume hither
o consumed. Prohibition of all brew-
ing, the administration believes, would
divert tipplers from the comparatively
harmless beer to the consumption of
whisky, brandy and gin, of which Lhery
IS In the country enough to lust seve
eral yenrs,

No War on Austria Yet.

Vigorous enforcement of the orders
restricting enemy allens made things
rather lively lnst week for Germap
r'.:,-hlum.s. especially of the large cities.
But the hope that the administration
would make easler the ehecking of es
plonage by having congress declore
war on Austria went glimmering, For
reasons which could not be made pub-
lie, I'resident Wllson and his cubinet
agreed that no declaration agnlnst the
dual monarchy should be made unless
It ¢ommits some further especlally
hostlle acts. The president polntgd out
the fact that the enemy allen law could
be amended to Include the subjects of
countries llled with Germany, as was
dooe In the trading with the encmy
act, and Attorney General Gregory at
onte began the preparution of such an
umendment,

Vatican Replies to Critics.

Unususlly bold eriticism of the
course of the Vatlean by a1 number of
piipers, and assertions that the pope
had been fostering the cause of Aus-
trin, had been far from neutral and
should be called on to make his posi-
tion Clear, brought forth Indignnnt de-
plal from Cardinal Gasparrl,
secretary of stnte, Sald he
that his favors, or has fa-
vored, will fuvor an  unjust, un-
nnd  unendurable peace Is
fulse but ulso absurd. Any
propaganidn Tor such u peace, slleged
ta be conducted at the Vatlean's in-
spirntion, especially in certaln nations,
Is the product of pure mullclousness.™

He  awpserted that  the disruptive
propagandn that began to sffect the
morgale of the Itallan army could not
be laid st the doors of the Vatican,
and that “the shoulders on which
rests the responsibility for the re-
verses are well-known, a responsibility
which certalnly does not touch Cath-
olles, the clergy and least of all the
august person of the soverelgn pon
11 &

His eminence made no reference to
the Sinn Feln rebelllon in Ireland.

One of the frst matters taken up by
the Internllied conference In Paris was
the need of speedy tiplowatic action
in regord to Switzerland, where Ger-
man lotrigue Is imperiling the neu-
trality of the country und galning eco-
nomieal domination through control of
the Bwiss rallways. The Swiss tedernl
council Is becoming anxlous over Ger.

Germans Fail to Dislodge British.

London, Dee¢, 4,—Oflicinl  reports
from the front deeclare that the at-
tempt of the Bavarian erown prince,
Rupprecht, by an  enclreling move-
ment to nullify the brilliant advance
of the British General Byng toward
Cambria  has resulted in  complete
fallure, Although at certnin points
the Germans plerced the British lines
and captured positions, men and guns,
they have pnid denrly for their enter-
prise In ecasunities, The number of
dead near La Vaequerie durlng the
course of 12 hours on Saturday wns
greater thun during any similar per=
lod of fighting since the war begun

Freed of Murder and Gets Son.
Mincoln. N. Y., Dec. 4.—It
quired only one hour and 43 minutes
for a jury In supreme court Sntnrday
to rench n verdiet of not goilty in the
ftrinl of Mre, Blanen De Saulles for
the murder of her divoreed hushand,
